TAMPERING WITH THE INDIANS. 


To the Editor of The Times. 


Sir.—There are a number of half. 
breeds busying themselves among the 
Indians in circulating, what I imagine to 
be, false reports, and which are calcu- 
lated to keep the minds of the Indians in 
an unsettled state. I will ask you to 
inseré some of these reporté, with the 
view of ascertaining whether there is a 
law by which these people can be punish- 


ed for circulating such reports or not; if 


there is a law and any of the anthorities 
wish to put a stop to this sort of thing, 
you are hereby authorized td furnish 
them with my aame and address, on ap- 
plying to you for such, and if they apply 
to me by letter I will be most willing to 
give them the names of the parties who 
have been gnilty of setting the following 
reports among the Indians. 

I. A half-breed told a councillor 
belonging to one of the loyal bands, that 
six American officers had beey sent to 
Regina to demand the release of Riel, 
and that their appearance so awed the 
hundreds of police keeping guard over 
the prisoners there, that they let Riel go 
at once. Further that Riel was thea in 
the States making arrangements for an- 
other and more successful campaign, and 
that this country would soon be in the 
hands of half-breeds and Americans. 

II. Another half-breed told the chief 
and several of his followers (same band ), 
that Dumont was on his way back from 
the States with 1,600 men, all armed, 
and that those who fled to the police for 
protection would soon have to flee some- 
where again, ' ’ 

III. A third half-breed told the same 
chief, that he had received his news- 
papers in which was given a full account 
of the different battles fought between 
the half-breeds and soldiers, and added 
with much satisfaction ‘‘it is not a little 
blood the half-breeds had spilt.” On 
being asked how many soldiers thcy had 
killed, he said ‘‘five hundred.” The 
same man told other parties, that the

yiven above—you will be able to form 
some idea of his troubled state of mind. 
Since these reports have been going 
around I have had the chief and several 
of his followers in asking me many anxi- 
ous questions relative to the same re 
ports. The half-breeds above referred 
to, did not take up arms against the 
Government, but wefte amoug those who 
claim to have been loyal, whereas, in 
truth they were as great rebels at heart 
as those who fought at Batoche, the only 
difference being they were greater cow- 
ards. I repeat again, Sir, thatany Gov- 
ernment official whom you think em- 
powered to search into these matters, 
applying to you for my name and address, 
you are permitted to give them the same, 
but not to anyone who may simply ask to 
sateasy their cursosity.
